TRAINING CORPS. 

The Students' Army Training 
Corps is the name given to the mill- 
to be perfected m 
this fall. 

All able-bodied students in the 
college where a corps is organized 
may enroll or enlist. The enlisted 
student does not receive pay. because 
he is on inactive service. He is. 
however, in the military service of 
the United States. He may attend 
camp for six weeks during summer, 
when he receives pay. 

His relation to the draft: 
The member of the Students' Army 
Training Corps is a volunteer in mil- 
itary service. He will. however, 
register when he reaches the age and 
upon notice by the President The 
draft board will not call him fur in- 
duction as long as he remains a mem- 
ber of the Students' Army Training 
Corps. 

Not an exeiuptiun plan: 

This is not a plan for the Moat* 
tion of college students The pur- 
pose of the plan is to provide for the 
very important needs of the army for 
highly trained men as officers, en 
gineers, chemists, doctors, adminis- 
trators. The plan is an attempt to 
mobilize and develop the brain power 
of the young men of the country for 
those services which demand special 
trnining. 

The presumption is that, for the 
next >eur, the largest proportion of 
the student body reaching the requir- 
ed age will be used to supply the of- 
ficers need for the army.

ORDINANCE. 

An ordinance to prohibit any work 
or business on the Sabbath Day with 
in the City of Lancaster, i.arrard 
County Kentucky, and providing 
punishment therefor. 

The City Council of the City of 
Lancaster, do ordain as follows, 

No work or business shall be dune 
on the Sabbath Day, except the or- 
dinary household offices or other 
work of necessity or charity, or work 
required by railroads, If any person 
on the Sabbath day shall himself be 
found at his own, or any other trade 
ur calling, or shall employ his ap- 
prentices, or o'her person, in labor 
or other business, whether the same 
be for protit or amusement, unless 
such a» is permitted above, lie shall 
upon conviction be lined not leas 
than S2.UU nor more than fou. for 
each offense, every person or ap- 
prentice so employed shall be con- 
sidered a separate offense, persons 
who are members of a religeous 
sciety, who observe as a Sabbath, any 
day in the week than Sunday, 
not be liable to the penalty 
I in this section, if they ob- 
bath. one day in seven, 
a* herein provided. 

This ordinance shall be in effect on 
and after its passage and publication.
